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It was forty years ago that Alexan­ 
der Graham Bell was granted a pat­ 
ent In the United States on his in­ 
vention of Die telephone. The young 
Soot chmn, who 
had 
emigrated 
to 
Canada a few years before and after­ 
wards removed to Boston, had sev­ 
eral rivals working 
in 
the 
same 
field, and his application for a patent 
was filed only about two hours he­ 
rnia that of Elisha Gray. The latter 
the m atter 
of 
priority to the 
courts and it was not until 1888 that 
the Uni I cd States supreme court de­ 
cided in Bell’s %favor. 
The Scotch inventor was by no 
means out of the woods in the m at­ 
ter of realizing on his “contraption,” 
when he was granted a patent. 
He 
exhibited his telephone at the Cen­ 
tennial exposition iii Philadelphia a 
few months later, 
hut 
the scientific 
world dismissed it as an “interesting 
toy.” After many rebuffs the inventor 
secured enough capital 
to install a 
telephone 
exchange 
in 
Boston 
in 
1877. In the meantime experimental 
lines had been built in the vicinity of 
Boston, and in Ottawa, Canada, 
the 
latter line connecting the residence 
of the governor 
general 
with 
the 
parliament buildings. 
The development of the telephone 
in the last forty years has been one 
of the wonders of a 
marvelous age. 
It is estimated that there are now in 
use in the United States about 10,- 
000,000 instruments, or about 65 per 
cent of the world’s total. Canada has 
at least 500,000 
telephones 
in use; 
Germany has more telephones in use 
than any 
oilier 
European country, 
about 1,500,000; 
Great 
Britain and 
Ireland have 
about 
8 '0 OOO instru­ 
ments; Russia 340,000; France, 330,- 
000; Sw'eden, 235.000; Japan, 225,000; 
Australasia, 
200,000, 
and 
Austria- 
Hungary, 175,000. 
It will t h u s 
be 
seen 
that North 
America, the place of its 
origin, is 
far ahead of other continents in mak­ 
ing use of Bell’s wonderful invention. 
Canada has in re “hello boxes” than 
any European country with the ex­ 
ceptions 
of 
Germany 
and 
Great 
Britain, although far surpassed 
by 
them in population. 
Italy has less 
than one-fifth as many telephones as 
Canada. 
There are more telephones 
in New York alone than in many Eu­ 
ropean nations which rank as pow­ 
ers—more, in fact, than in 
any na­ 
tion of the world, save Germany and 
Great Britain. 
Of the great cities 
of 
the world 
Chicago leads in the number of tele­ 
phones proportionately to population. 
The “Windy City” has over 400,000 
instruments, or 16.2 per IOO popula­ 
tion. Detroit comes second, with 12.9; 
Cleveland third, 
with 
12.8: Boston 
fourth, with 12.6: St. Louis fifth, with 
11.6. Philadelphia has 10.8 telephones 
per IOO people. Pittsburgh and Cin­ 
cinnati each 10.6, and New York 9.7. 
Copenhagen leads the great cities of 
Europe in its devotion to telephon­ 
ing. The Dnnish capital has 8.9 tele­ 
phones per IOO people, as compared 
with 6.6 in Berlin, 3.5 in London, and 
3.2 in Paris, with 3.2 in Vinenna, 2.7 
in Petrograd, 2.2 in Rome and 007 in 
Madrid. The telephone is making a

Soy Beans Instead of Late Oats. 


Probably about IO per cent of the 


oats were not seeded before the rains. 


Early oats are poor enough in this 


county, but late ones are even worse. 
Much of this land is too thin to make 
profitable corn, lf the soy bean were 
used on these fields much more profit 
would be returned than from either 
oats or corn. 
It may require a little 
more work to get the soil in shape 
than for oats, but the oats would have 
to be cut w’hen corn is needing plow­ 
ing and beans will not be cut until 
fall. 
In fact, they need not be cut 
ai all. 
The following 
shows 
what 
p lins have been made. 
What Are the Soys Good For? 
It would be easier to tell what they 
are not good for. 
That could be an­ 
swered in one word, “chinch bugs.” 
It would take considerable room to 
t. ll what they are good for. 
There 
i 
ito better laying feed for hens than 
soy beans. 
They are equal to skim' 
milk as a feed for sows 
and 
pigs. 
'they are far better than 
bran 
for 
( ows and better than oats for horses 
and colts. 
Recently they have begun 
to make them into food for man. 
When to Plant. 
Any time up to May 15 is sufficient­ 
ly early to plant and they 
may 
ba 
planted as late as June IO. 
How to Plant. 
They may be planted in one of sev­ 
eral ways. 
If you have a wheat drill 
: :op up three holes and leave one. 
This puts them in rows 
32 
inches 
apart, which is about the right dis* 


I .nee. 
lf you have no wheat drill 
I .t the seed in just one side of tho 
'••rn 
planter and 
make 
the 
rows 
shout 32 inches apart. 
A one-horse 
corn drill will plant them all right. 
A half bushel of seed 
should 
be 
• hinted on an acre. 
That means the 
seed much be about two inches apart 
ii the row. 
Hogging Ripe Soy Beans. 
Isaac A. Smith, of Huntington coun- 
t , Ind., grew six and a half acres of 


i iv 
beans, 
which w'ere hogged off. 
The hogs w'ere turned on the fir Id 
; bout 70 days. 
Smith 
w eighed 
his 
hogs on and off the field and also the 
• *rn fed to them during that time. 
The amount of corn fed per acre of 
!• ans 
hogged 
off was 27.5 bushels. 
'I he gain in live weight averaged 823 
P muds an acre. 
if the 27.5 bushels of corn had been 
fed alone to hogs in dry lot it would 
hive produced about 275 pounds of 
P irk, or ten pounds to a bushel of 
corn. 
But we will be liberal and al­ 
low 12 pounds of gain to a bushel of 
corn, which would give a total gain of 
330 pounds from corn and leave a net 
return of 493 pounds of pork to an 
.crc of beans. 
If pork is valued at 
7 cents a pound the return per acre 
\ .mid be $34.51. 
This is not a bad 
ic! urn for a leguminous crop that is 
grown partly for the purpose of im­ 
proving the soil. 
One of the big advantages of utiliz­ 
ing the crop in this way is that about 
75 per cent of the total fertilizing 
v due of the crop is left on the land. 
he possibility of getting a fair re- 
t j rn per acre by hogging off and im­ 
proving the soil at Hie 
same 
time 
makes this method especially attrac- 
l i ve. 
Varieties of Soys. 
It is best to use only the seed pro- 


C icing varieties. 
The other varieties 
make only hay and 
become 
rather 
woody. 
The seed of the hay prod u c- 
i :g varieties are generally large and 
those of the seeding kind small. The 
Urge ones grow' in the south and do 
nAt have time to mature here. 
This 
makes them much easier to handle 
ut harvest than cow peas. 
lf you have any idea 
of 
needing 
this kind of seed you should buy it 
now'. 
At the present time 
I 
know 
where 
several 
hundred 
bushels 
of 
seeding varieties may be had, but I 
don’t know how long they will last. 
Several things were demonstrated 
by those who have grown soy beans 
in this county the last few years. One 
tiring was that they will make pro­ 
fitable yields when sowed for grain. 
Yields ranging from IO to 28 bushels 
on land medium to thin. 
They were 
sow'cd in rows about 32 inches apart 


prove the silage when planted in the 


bill 
1 hp corn. They w ere,found 
to increase the yield of silage and 
not decrease the yield of grain. They 
were foud to make the corn go furth­ 
er when it was hogged dow n IN en 
when the corn was gathered in the 
usual way the soy beans proved pro­ 
b a b le as the stock hogs could then 
he turned in and would clean up the 
beans. I hey w'ere found not to run 
up on the corn and entagle it like 
cow peas, hut to grow' 
up 
in bush 
fashion about waist high. The grain 
growing varieties, like the Mongol, 
Auburn and Mikado were found to 
he more desirable for the corn than 
the Mammoth Yellow, as the latter 
produced practically no seed. It is a 
southern grown bean and was found 
not to be so well adapted to our cli­ 
mate as Hie seeding varieties from} 
seed produced in this latitude. 
I was found that when these beans I 
were put iii the hill with corn and j 
pastured out in the fall with lambs \ 
that an average profit 
of 
£1.60 per, 
lamb, or $6.40 per acre, resulted w ith 
the loss of only one-half bushel of 
corn per aero. 
It 
was 
found that 
with the current price 
of 
beans it 
costs only 25 to 30 cents per acre 
to plant them in the corn, and that 
attachm ents 
can 
be 
obtained 
for 
pracieally any planter 
so that they 
can be planted at the time the corn 
is planted. 


Soy Beans. 
Often the question is asked, wdiioh 
is the best to plant, cow peas or soy 
beans? 
It 
depends 
upon what is 
wanted, lf there is no time for cul­ 
tivation and only hay is desired the 
cow pea is most valuable. If there is 
a little time for cultivation and grain 
is desired the 
benn 
is 
preferable. 
They are somewhat like two acids of 
corn—one making ten tons of rough­ 
ness and five bushels 
of 
corn per 
grain per acre and the other making 
three tons of roughness and 15 to 20 
bushels of grain. 
Which 
had you 
rather have? 


New Uses of Soy Beans. 
The European war has developed 
so many uses for soy beans that they 
are rivaling corn in 
their 
useful­ 
ness. It is only a matter 
of 
a fewT 
years until fields of beans will be as 
common as fields of wheat are now'. 
For a long time their oil has been 
used in painting and in making food 
products. 
The 
resulting 
meal has 
been used for both stock fend and 
fertilizer. 
Recently a substitute for 
rubber, for meat, have 
been 
made 
from them. Until quite recently all 
efforts to use them 
as 
meal have 
failed on account of bs bitter, oily 
taste. The following extracts 
from 
the Literary Digest about this work 
of Frau Hedwig Heyl, the “Hinden- 
brrg of the kitchen,” is very inter­ 
esting to the soy bean grower: 
When the correspondent called on 
Frau 
Heyl 
in 
her 
“laboratory,” ' 
meaning her kit ellen, she was engag­ 
ed in experimenting with 
Hie baf­ 
fing soy bean. She is convinced that 
there must be some way by which its 
essentially 
nutritious 
components 
can be converted 
into 
a palatable 
food product. 
Until recently it has 
bren impossible to eliminate the bit­ 
ter, oily taste, and the residue of tim 
bean after the oil which supplies its 
chief commercial value had been ex­ 
tracted, was used for fodder. 
Now 
there are mills in Germany, 4Do larg­ 
est of which is at Hamburg, where 
an exceedingly fine powdery flour is 
milled, 
known 
as 
“agunia 
flour,” 
from which all disagreeable 
proper­ 
ties have been successfully removed. 
Facing an unavoidable 
shortage of 
meat in Germany, Frau Ileyl is expe­ 
rim enting with the object of mak­ 
ing the soy bean, or the flour from it, 
a substitute for this staple. 
“Its chief value as a food product 
lies in the large percentage of albu­ 
men it contains,” she said. “One bun­ 
dled grains of soy flour contains as 
much albumen as 200 grams of meat. 
Not only that, but 
it 
is extremely 
satisfying, a little of it goes a long 
way, so that it will form a cheap as 
well as a nutritious article! ot food. 
Making allowance 
for 
the 
double 
amount of albumen contained in soy, 
the result will be chat the Utter ar­ 
ticle costs just one-sixth as much as 
meat.”

Ile served for several years as a 
member of the board of education at 
Carthage. 
While a member, largely 
through his influence and the aggres­ 
siveness of the Carthage Daily Demo­ 
crat, which he owned anti edited, a 
bond issue of $105,000 for the con­ 
struction of * modem high school was 
voted in a town of less than ten thou­ 
sand people.

Troops May Not Be Withdrawn. 


Washington, April

Mexico failed to bring from officials 
any indication that the troops would

was expected to result in any fric­ 
tion. The note which arrived at the 
Carranza embassy early 
in 
Hie day 
was prepared for delivery lo Secre­ 
tary Lansing* by 
Eliseo Arredondo, 
General Carranza's ambassador. The 
development, 
not 
unexpected, 
was 
received in congress with a diversion 
of views, but a general undertone of 
caution and 
a 
disposition to leave 
the situation in its present «tage to 
the administration prevailed. Admin­ 
istration officials made 
no attempt I 
to conceal their feeling that the ac­

Carranze 
might complicate 
the situation. 
The

We notice in an article in your Sun­ 


day issue, under the title, "City May 
Contest,” that Mayor Babcock stated 
to the council at a m eeting held Fri­ 
day evening that the city 
pays 
at 
m eter rates for the w ater used iii all 
of the public buildings of the city; 
th at the present num ber of fire hy­ 
drants is 231, fen* which the city pays 
annually $7,320, and 
that 
the 
city 
m aintains the fire hydrants. 
The facts in the case are as fol­ 
lows: 
The city is not paying a m eter 
rate or any other rate on its public 
buildings. 
T he city paid hydrant ren­ 
tal for the year ending January 31, 
101G, of $6,990 for 233 hydrants, and 
$63 for l l additional hydrants installed 
at different tim es last fall. 
The city does not m aintain the fire 
hydrants. 
Mayor Babcock m ight have added 
that tw enty-eight years ago, when the 
city was half its present size, ii paid 
$7,500 for 125 fire hydrants. 
In the m atter of taxes, i: may be 
of interest to state th at the assessed 
valuation of the w ater plant was fixed 
as at present several years ago by the 
board of equalization, after the atto r­ 
ney general of the state had, a t the 
request of both 
parties 
interested, 
given the opinion th a t the property, 
except the lot on South Ohio street, 
was taxable in the county only, the 
system of m ains in the public thor­ 
oughfares being an appurtenance of 
the plant on F lat creek.

There are 2,250,000 
miles of public road in the United 
States. 
The annual expenditure for 
construction and maintenance amounts 
to $260,000,000. Yet inadequate results 
are found everywhere. This is due to 
the lack of continuity of purpose, the 
lack of co-ordination in management, 
and tho general lack of control. 
Of 
the 2,250,000 miles of roadway, less 
than IO per cent is really improved. 
Improvement in mo3t instances means 
a plowed furrow for a drain and a 
wagon load of gravel in a chuck hole.

miles of really good road in all the 
48 states. The trouble with highway 
construction is that often waste and 
graft get together. 
The association has been doing some 
market figuring, and it finds that 450,- 
000 miles of real highway, around tho 
centers of population, would reduce 
tho cost of living as well as add to 
the enjoyment of living. 
A system is 
proposed whereby each of the states 
could undertake the construction of 
500 or 600 miles of highway each year. 
Thus in twelve years or so, with the 
120,000 miles of road already improved, 
the nation would possess the nucleus 
of a fine market system. These roads, 
radiating from the centers of consump­ 
tion, could easily be connected with 
the trunk highways that are now being 
constructed in all parts of the coun­ 
try, largely as a result of the activity 
of motor clubs. 
Concentration in Washington might 
mean unity and co-ordination, but it 
would also mean increased appropria­ 
tions. The work belongs to the states. 
It was not, says the highway associa­ 
tion, until 1891, that the state of New 
Jersey took the initiative, and three 
years later established a department 
of public roads. 
Since then other 
states have followed in form, but hard­ 
ly in spirit. The association places In­ 
diana in the list of lazy common­ 
wealths. For all the fine gravel roads 
it possessed a few years ago, Indiana 
can, apparently, no longer be regarded 
as a leader in highway improvement. 
If this is true, it is time that some­ 
thing were don^—Indianapolis News.

The fortifications 
bill 
introduced 
in the house of representatives re­ 
cently carries with it 
an appropria­ 
tion of $1,107,000 for 
Hie purchase 
from John Hays Hamond, jr., of all 
his rights and patents in a new’ de­ 
stroyer invented by him, which is re­ 
garded as the most amazing weapon 
of warfare yet produced, excelling in 
effectiveness all the engines 
of de­ 
struction produced 
by the Germans, 
not. excepting the Zeppelin 
or the 
supersubmarine, said to be in pro­ 
cess of development. 
The Hammond 
destroyer 
is de­ 
scribed as a dirigible boat or torpe­ 
do, completely controlled from shore 
by wireless or from 
a 
warship or 
aeroplane. Among the claims made 
for it is that it can be steered by 
wireless in any direction. Its engines 
may be stopped, started and controll­ 
ed at various 
speeds. 
The 
surface 
type has a speed of 50 miles an hour. 
The submerged type has a speed of 
27 miles an hour. It can be operated 
at night as well as by day, subject to 
the acclinate control 
of an arrange­ 
ment of tiny lights, so shielded as 
to be visible only to the operator It 
carries a search light of its own, op­ 
erated by wireless. It can carry a 
ton of high explosives. The destroyer 
is operated by one 
man, 
who re­ 
mains ashore, or on a warship or in 
an aeroplane, and whose only instru­ 
ments are a telescope and an electric 
key. Mechanism is provided 
to pre­ 
vent interference by 
adverse wire 
less waves, lf the wave length con­ 
trolling it is discovered by an ene­ 
my, the wave length can be changed 
while the torpedo is in flight. 
The 
surface type lias a capacity of double 
attack. It carries a torpedo, which, 
when the destroyer is in striking dis­ 
tance, one can be launched by wire­ 
less. lf the torpedo strikes, the de­ 
stroyer can be 
turned 
around by 
wireless and sent home. If the tor­ 
pedo misses its mark, the destroyer, 
which carries an additional half ton 
of explosive, can be sent on to make 
good the error, lf all this is true, the 
rights of 
the 
Hammond destroyer 
are worth the price.

substance 
George 
Washington said the same thing on 
the subject. 
By being as unprepared as we are 
at present we 
merely 
have fallen 
away from the 
judgment 
and dic­ 
tates of the fathers who steered the 
republic in the days of its infancy.

Early Sunday morning on January 8, 
1911, the vault and safe of the Housto­ 
nia bank was forced with nitrogly­ 
cerin, five explosions being necessary 
to accomplish the securing of between 
$2,000 and $2,100 in cash. 
Securing the money, the bank rob­ 
bers stole a horse and buggy belong­ 
ing to Misses Essie and Jennie Wil­ 
liams, in which they made a fast drive 
to Sedalia. 
The robbers, to prevent 
the news of the bank burglary being 
communicated to other cties as soon 
as discovered, had cut telephone and 
telegraph wires and it was late in the 
forenoon of Sunday before the news 
was communicated to the Sedalia offi­ 
cers. 
The horse attached to the buggy in 
which 
the 
robbers made their get­ 
away from Houstonia was found Sun­ 
day morning on Grand avenue, anti 
the vehicle still contained a number 
of blacksmith tools used in forcing 
the bank building door open and in 
cutting the telephone and telegraph 
wires. 
At the time of the burglary it was 
clearly established that it was done 
by three or more men, and these are 
supposed to have taken a train for 
the west early Sunday morning before 
the news reached Sedalia.

1st. 
City Ordinance provides the following prices for the care of lots: 


For lots 10x10 feet .................................................................................$’.00 per year. 
For lots 10x20 feet .................................................................................$1.50 per year. 
For lots 20x20 feet ................................................................................. $2.00 per year. 


2nd. 
No 
part of the taxes you pay to the city goes into the 
cemetery 
fund. 
It 
m ust be self-sustaining. 


3rd. 
The only revenue available for the upkeep of the cemetery 
is 
from 
digging 
graves, special work done for lot owners, anil money collected from lot owners for 
the care 
of their lots. 
There is no revenue 
from the sale of 
lots in 
the old cemetery, as they 
have all long ago been sold. 


4th. 
Many have regularly paid for the care of their lots, but a very much larger 
number have not, and each year the list of those who pay grows smaller, and it has reach­ 
ed a 
point where the board has no funds to continue the work, unless the lot owners pay 
the amount due as provided in tho city ordinance. 


atli. 
The board feels that all lot owners should do this, not only 
from a point of 
pride, but also because it is your property, and you should pay for the upkeep, the same 
as you do on any other property that you own. 


6th. 
If you wish your lot taken care of this year, please pay the proper amount to 
either the city collector at (he city hall, or to Will Kell, superintendent at the cemetery, 
either of whom will issue the proper receipt. 


7th 
The board is having this notice printed in the daily papers to briefly explain 
the reason for the action it is taking, and also to give all lot owners ample notice that if 


they 
expect their lot to be taken care of they must remit the amount due at once. 
8th. 
This notice does not apply to lot owners in the New Addition, as the City Or­ 
dinance provides that a certain part of the price they pay for lots is deposited 
with 
the 
trustees of the perpetual fund, which is invested, and the interest accruing on same pro­ 
vides revenue for the upkeep. Lots in the New Cemetery are sold at a much higher price 
than they were in the old cemetery.

The city ordinance provides that any lot owner in the old cemetery may de­ 
posit a sum of money with the trustees of the perpetual fund and the interest on same 
will provide revenue to take care of your lot forever.

meat. 
The 
scarcity

freight vessels has accordingly given 
rise to serious congestion of the grain 
shipments. 
At Galvan, and the

Bahia Blanca, the port of shipment 
for the southern zone, there were at 
the end of last month 140,000 tons of 
wheat stored in elevator 
sheds 
or

the open awaiting ship­ 
ment,

there are 9,500,000 sacks of wheat and

Tokio, April 14.—Conditions in For­ 


mosa have come up for discussion re­ 


cently at committee meetings in the 
Japanese diet, and there is evidence 
that the situation is giving the au­ 
thorities some anxiety. 
Since Japan 
took possession of Formosa after the 
war with China in 1895, the affairs 
of the island have been administered 
by a governor-general who has had 
wide latitude in 
legislative 
power. 
Tho advisability of withdrawing some 
of the power is one of the questions 
now under discussion. 
Dr. Ichiki, the home minister, ad­ 
mi! ted that although the recent resig­ 
nal ion of Mr. Uchida, the civil gov­ 
ernor and others was due to illness, 
they would have been ocmpelled to 
resign on 'account of the recent riot­ 
ing among the natives. 
These na­ 
tives w'ere different from Japanese in 
rac© and history and it was difficult 
to govern them. 
He believed the best 
m e;hod would be to encourage Japan­ 
ese emigrants and through the Japan­ 
ese try gradually to assimilate the na­ 
tives. 
As for the complete putting 
down of riots that wTas extremely dif­ 
ficult, because to some of the natives 
rioting is a sort of profession. The 
minister did not believe that the law 
was being abused by the 
governor. 
He saw no reason for modifying it. 
J. distinguished Buddhist scholar, 
Sen jo Murakami, who has just re­ 
turned after an extensive tour in For­ 
mosa, says the racial relations of the 
islanders 
are 
e 
tremely 
involved 
There are the Japanese, naturalized 
Chinese and 
aborigenes, 
the 
latter 
! suh-divided into nine clans from the 
As for the Chinese, 
I there is a clear line drawn between 
those who come from Fukien province 
i in China and those from Canton, each

I cusioms. 
He found the relations be­ 
tween them marked w’ith sullen in­ 
difference, w’hich gave promise of no 
improvement. 
Dr. Murakami thought 
that the Japanese w’ere apt to look too 
much upon the Formosans as a con­ 
quered people, wTith force rather than 
kindness, the dominating note of the 
treatment of the natives. 
He did not 
wa nder, therefore, that m istrust and 
Suspicion prevailed throughout the 
island. He recommended that the mil­ 
itary administration should exert a 
di titled, paternal influence and that 
th! 
influence should be supplemented 
tu the maternal influence of educa­ 
tion and religion. 
In his opinion no one 
could 
tell 
w i other last year’s conspiracy against 
J: panese authority would not be re­ 
peated in the future. 
As a result of 
tho conspiracy and riots referred to 
several hundred natives w’ere either 
sent to prison or condemned to death, 
but the greater number of them ben­ 
eficed recently by the amnesty law* 
p: mill gated by Emperor Yoshihito 
to commemorate his consecration as 
mikado.

On 
September 
15, 
Ontario,

years considered 
the 
stronghold of

interests, will 
go dry by direct legislation,

will continue effective until after the 
war. Licenses will be extended from 
May I until 
September 
upon pay­ 
ment of a nominal fee. After the war 
and a considerable time after the re­ 
turn of the 
soldiers, 
a referendum 
will be taken. In the meantime the 
law’ w’ill not interfere with the im­ 
portation of liquor for 
private con­ 
sumption, hut will provide extremely 
heavy fines for violation of the regu­ 
lations stipulated. 
The 520 licenses in Alberta prov­ 
ince will be canceled July 
I, next, 
’and the sale 
of 
liquor henceforth 
prohibited. 
Saskatchewan 
province now’ 
has 
one of the 
most rigid curtailment 
laws, all liquor 
traffic 
being 
con­ 
trolled by 
the 
provincial 
govern­ 
ment. 
No person 
may use liquor 
except in hts own home. 
Nova Scotia 
entered 
the prohibi­ 
tion ranks March 15, 1916, by a legis­ 
lative vote. 
In New Brunswick, 
nine 
of the 
fourteen counties are dry. 
A local 
option law 
in 
Quebec, 
passed 
before 
confederation, 
and 
which now’ covers about 900 parishes 
| or approximately 
tw’o-thirds 
of the 
province, is in effect. Except in the 
large cities there are practically no 
licensed bars. 
Total prohibition bas been adopted 
by Newfoundland, the island colony, 
abolishing sale, manufacture, impor­ 
tation and transportation 
of liquor 
In the 
northwest 
territories 
the 
sale of liquor is 
regulated 
by the 
Dominion license law’. 
Early in the summer railroads are 
expected to discontinue the sale of 
liquor on dining cars because of the 
great stretch of dry territory in the 
west.

St. George, Bermuda Islands, April 


14.—Many Bermudians and American? 
who temporarily make their homes in 
these islands, made a pilgrimage on 
Washington’s birthday to the grave of 
Richard Sutherland Dale, a midship­ 
man of the United States navy, who 
died here from wounds received in the 
battle between the American frigate 
President and British 
naval 
vessels 
more than a hundred years ago. 
In 
the quaint old burying ground around 
St. Peter’s church here a large num­ 
ber of people gathered and deposited 
floral tributes on the grave 
of 
the 
plucky midshipman. 
Dale sailed with Commodore Deca­ 
tur in the frigate President when that 
noted commander left the remainder 
of his squadron, the Peacock, the Hor­ 
net and the storeship Tom Bowline, 
at New* York to escape 
the 
British 
blockade. 
His vessel having ground­ 
ed while going to sea, Commodore 
Decatur 
decided, 
after 
proceeding 
some distance, to return to port for 
repairs. 
On his way he fell in wit IT 
a squadron of four British frigates on 
January 15, 1815. 
A terrific engage­ 
ment followed, in which the President 
badly cut up the British frigate Endy- 
mion, forcing her to retire. The other 
three British frigates, 
the 
Majestic, 
the Porno and the Tenedos, surround­ 
ed the president and 
finally 
forced 
her to surrender, hut not until twenty- 
five of her men had been killed and 
sixty wounded. 
They were one-quar­ 
ter of the President’s crew\ 
The President was brought by her 
captors to Bermuda and the wounded 
landed at this port. 
Midshipman Dale 
lost a leg in the battle. 
He died at 
Stennett’s hotel here 
on 
Thursday, 
February 23, 1815. 
In announcing his 
death the Bermuda 
Royal 
Gazette 
said: 
“This young gentleman was se­ 
verely wounded in the late engage­ 
ment and though sanguine hopes were 
at first entertained for his recovery, 
he has fallen another victim to this 
unnatural war, unspeakably lamented 
by his brother officers and deeply re­ 
gretted by all here who witnessed his 
exemplary behavior and patience un­ 
der his sufferings.*’

is only the principal factory. At other 
works 
the 
number of workers has 
risen from 6,000 to 15,000, from 14,00( 
to ”0,000, from 6,000 to ‘30,000, from 
9.000 to 27,000, while the Bochum anc 
Gelsenskirchen 
works 
now 
employ 
25.000 hands instead 
of 
10,000 
in 
times of peace. 
“There also exist in Germany two 
other enterprises exclusively devoted 
to the making of 
artillery, 
namely 
Thyssens, which employ 80,000 men, 
and the Ehradt works, which employ 
100.000 instead of 30,000 and 40,000, 
as formerly. 
“Thus over 420,000 men on the other 
side of the Rhine areturning out war 
material, without counting the innu­ 
merable necessary workshops employ­ 
ing more than double that number in 
the manufacture of rifles, cartridges, 
shells, explosives 
and 
asphyxiating 
gas—or a total of over 1,200,000 men 
employed in various war industries 
without including men who work in

only in rare instances

to the

were those of Caesar and Napoleon

tions in orders of 
generals,

the famous order of General Gallieni:
